A National Convention. 


[For tho Jan<MvllIu Gazette.] 


Messrs. Editors:—Seeing u report that 


:ho Union State Convention of Now Hamp- 
shire had re«olvod that Mr Lincoln was 
tho plifiu'oof tlin pnojiln oft hut Stato for 
tho next President, tho idea suggested 
itself that this would bo n good way to 
mako our nominations, nnd na I feel very 
friendly toward the Gazelle, nnd I wish it 
all manner of success, I hasten to givo it 
tho benefit of tho suggestion. 


Much has been said, nnd with great jus- 


tice, against tho intrigues, the wire-pull- 
ing, and the corruptions of nominating 
conventions generally, and of national or 
presidential nominating conventions in 
particular. 


Many places have, from time to time, 
n brought forward to obviate these abu- 


ses, but uono havo as yet been substitu- 
ted fur tho convention system. 


Now it strikes mo that no more feasible 


or less objectionable method of getting a 
presidential candidate' before tho people 
can bo devised, than tho following: Let 
tho 
National 
Committee instruct the 


Stato Central Committees to cnll convcn- 
itons in their respective Stntes.and let those 
committees call a mass convention in each 
respective district, to elect two delegates 
to represent such district in n Stato con- 
vention, and let those delegates be instruct- 
ed by thoir constituents to voto n reason- 
able number of times for such person as 
shall bo designated by a majority voto of 
said convention; and by all means let 
thoso conventions not bo called in the 
midst of harvest. 


Upon being notified by tho central com- 


mittees, of tho results of the several State 
Conventions, let tho National Central Com- 
mittee proclaim tho name- of tho person 
who has received tho greatest number of 
vote?, and declare him the candidate of the 
party; this to be determined by crediting 
each State with tho number of its voto iu 
tho electoral College. 


Let these Stato conventions be held upon 


tho same day throughout tho United 
States. 


Objections can undoubtedly bo raised 


to this plan, but I have never seen nny 
other that was less obnoxious to them, nud 
to those who are nt all acquainted with the 
manifold corruptions of tho old, rotton 
caucus convention system, this, it seems to 
me, must meet with favor. 


Ono thing is certain, tho people, by this 


plan, would havo some voice in tho selec- 
tion of a candidate, which, by tho present 
way, 
they never have. Trick and bluff 


and the corrupting influence of sectional 
interests, warp nnd control our nominating 
conventioni to tho utter disregard of the 
wi'hes of tho people, nnd to tho sure de- 
struction of the party. To this more than 
anv other cause is tho democratic party 
indebted for its present demoralized nnd 
ignominious condition. /Ihey invented tho 
nccuraed system, lot it die with their party.

FROM WASHINGTON, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The members of 


both tho Military Committees of Congress 
have rocoived largo numbei-a of lotlers, tho 
writers volunteering suggestions or advice 
as to what should bo tlio features of tho 
amendatory enrollment bill, evidently de- 
siring that it should bo HO framed tia to ex- 
empt themselves from tho draft. The bill 
before tho Senate will probably pass that 
body to-morrow, and bo sent to the House 
for concurrence. It corrects some of tho 
faults in, and its object is to rcndor more 
efficient the operation of, tho prosent law. 
Tho only persons specially exempted from 
tho draft aro the Vice President of the 
United States, the Judges of the United 
States Courts, tho heads of the several Ex* 
ccutivo Departments, and the Governors of 
States, and, by implication, such pcrsouq 
as aro physically or mentally unfit for ser- 
vice, according to the prescribed army reg- 
ulations. Tho two classes for enrollment 
and draft arc merged in one, which is mado 
to include persons between tho ages of 20 
and 40 years. Credits are to bo given to 
cities, towns, and wards, so an to equalize 
as fur as possible, tho draft throughout 
each district. 
Tlio commutation is in- 


creased to $400. Those who pay it aro to 
bo exempted from the prosont draft, but 
liable to bo culled upon in tho next; in 
other words, they nro in tho condition of u 
reserved class. Drafted men may, if they 
prefer, be transferred to the navy, mich 
transfer being credited to their respective 
localities. Alterations aro mado in tho 
details of tho old act for conducting tho 
draft, and attorneys or agents are restricted 
to the feo of $•") for preparing the necessary 
exemption paper*. The bill Jws not yet 
been pcifcctcd by the .Senate, but it will 
probably psiss that body, \vith tho above 
prominent features. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—Tho Times' spe- 


cial says: "Tho House Committee on 
Territories will soon report bill* fur the nd- 
misbion us States of Colorado and Xobrns- 
ka. The new constitution of Nevada has 
been rocoived, and will bo adopted by Con- 
gress. Tho committee is also perfecting a 
bill for tho erection of a now Territory to 
bo called Montania, comprised of portions 
of Idaho and Utah. Thrco now States 
will enter tho Union in 18C4, viz: Colo- 
rado, Nevada and Nebraska." 


WASHixcTON', Jan. 17.—Surgeon Gene- 


ral Hammond is stilK paralized from the 
effects of the accident with which ho met 
while in tho west. It is known that, as 
early as tho 8th of December last, he ask- 
ed both from tho President and Secretary 
of War, a court martial or court of inqui- 
ry, to examine tho charges against him; 
and this has now been granted. Members 
of tho Sanitary Commission also pressed 
such proceedings as a matter of justice to 
Surgeon General Hammond, in whoso 
skill and administrative powers they ex- 
pressed to tho President their highest con- 
fidence. Tho charges, it is understood, are 
unlawful and fraudulent practices in tho 
conduct of the Medical Department.

Tho steamer America, from New York, 


Oct. 30th, arrived nt Panama Jan. 1st. 
Sho brought news from Valparasiso that 
tho cathedral in Santiago, Chili, caught 
fire on the 14th ult., from the explosion of 
a gas-pipe, when densely crowded with 
people. The doors were soon closed by the 
press of peoplo. The interior of the buil- 
ding was decorated with light inflammable 
ornaments, which caused tho flames to 
spread radidly. 
Tho roof, of wood, BOOU 


fell burying tho mass of beings under it. 
Somo 1,950 dead bodies, mostly ladies and 
children, had been recovered from tho 
ruins. 


The South American mail steamer reach- 


ed Panama, on the 5th, with $918,000 in 
treasure for England, and brought confir- 
mation of tho above, stating the number 
of killed at over 2,000. Tho church con- 
tained 20,000 lights, from some of which 
firo was communicated to the drapery of 
tho gigantic imago of the Virgin and tho 
paste-board devices. In an instant a sheet 
of flame rushed along tho festoon of lights 
to the roof, and directly spread to all parts 
of tho building. Tho people rushed to 
tho principle door and it was soon block- 
ed. Most of tho men escaped by tho sac- 
riety and side-doors. But a fow moments 


»r9 the light* tutpwded 10 plenti- 


fully from tho roof poured a rain of liquid 
fire on tho people below, and in less than 
fifteen minutes, over 2,000 persons, mostly 
females, were blackened corpses,

The five story marble front build- 
ing, No. 146 Duano Street, occupied by 
Auffmordt, Kosaenburg & Co., and Fair- 
child & Fanshaw, was entirely burned. 
Two firemen were killed and several injur- 
ed by falling walls. The loss is estimated 
at over $250,000. Some adjoining build- 
ings were slightly damaged. 


The steamship Vanderbilt, which arri- 


ved at the navy-yard this morning, returns 
Tor repairs to her boilers which are in a 
bad condition.

both, the Military Committees of Congress 
have received largo numbers of letters, the 
writers volunteering suggestions or advice 
as to what should be the features of the 
amendatory enrollment bill, evidently de- 
siring that it should be so framed aa to ex- 
empt themselves from the draft. 
The bill 


before the Senate will probably pasa that 
body to-morrow, and be sent to the House 
for concurrence. It corrects some of tho 
faults in, and its object is to render more 
efficient the operation of, the present law. 
The only persons specially exempted from 
the draft are the Vice President of the 
United States, the Judges of the United 
States Courts, the heads of the several I 
ecutive Departments, and the Governors of 
States, and, by implication, such persons 
as are physically or mentally unfit for ser- 
vice, according to the prescribed army reg- 
ulations. The two classes for enrollment 
and draft are merged in one, which is made 
to include persons between tho ages of 20 
and 40 years. Credits are to be given to 
cities, towns, and wards, so as to equalize 
as far as possible, the draft throughout 
each district. 
Tho commutation ia in- 


creased to $400. Thoac who pay it are to 
be exempted from the present draft, but 
liable to bo called upon in tho next; in 
other words, they are in the condition of a 
reserved class. Drafted men may, if they 
prefer, be transferred to the navy, such 
transfer being credited to their respective 
localities. Alterations are made in tho 
details of the old net for conducting the 
draft, and attorneys or agents are restricted 
:o the fee of &3 for preparing the necessary 
exemption papers. The bill hus uot yet 
seen perfected by the Senate, but it will 
probably pass that body, with the above 
prominent features. 


YORK, Jan. 17.—The Times' spe- 


cial says: "Tho House Committee on 
Territories will eoon report bills fort-he ad- 
mission as States of Colorado and Nebras- 
ka.

She brought news from Valpavasisa that 
tho cathedral in Santiago, Chili, caught 
fire on the 14th tilt., from the explosion of 
a gas-pipe, when densely crowded with 
people. The doors were soon closed by the 
press of people. The interior of the buil- 
ding was decorated with light inflammable 
ornaments, which caused the flamea to 
spread radidly. The roof, of wood, soon 
fell burying the mass of beings under it. 
Some 1,050 dead bodies, mostly ladies and 
children, had been recovered from the 
ruins. 


The South American mail steamer reach- 


ed Panama, on the 5th, with 3918,000 in 
treasure for England, and brought confir- 
mation of the above, stating the number 
of killed at over 2,000. The church con- 
tained 20,000 lights, from some of which 
fire was communicated to the drapery of 
the gigantic image of the Virgin and the 
paste-board devices. In an instant a sheet 
of flame rushed along'the festoon, of lights 
to the roof, and directly spread to all parts 
of tho building. The people rushed to 
the principle door and it was soon block- 
ed. Most of the men escaped by tho sac- 
risty and side-doors. But a few moments 
Upe«d ore th« lights suipondad ao plenti- 


ly from the roof poured a rain of liquid 


fire on the people below, and in less than 
fifteen minutes, over 2,000 persons, mostlj 
females, wore blackened corpses,
